All Britain is 


the district of any member of parlia- 
ment, and no Englishman of cabinet 
calibre need be relegated to private 
life by the peanut politics of his imme- 
diate lot'ality. 


It is hardly worth while emphasizing 


the contrast in this country. Here two 
successive and opposing "tidal waves" 
have swept from the face of politics near- 
ly every prominent member of congress 
on both sides of the house. No one can 
argue that such a destruction of all the 
gains of political experience can be 
beneh'icial. Our politics cannot be bet- 
ter managed under a system which 
ends political careers just when they 
are most valuable, But the sentiment 
of local pride is strong enough to pre- 
vent our country from getting the ben- 
efit of any statesmanship that is not 


For Illegal Elk Hunting In thQ Jackson 


Hole Country—The Prigoncru Attempt- 


ed to Escape, and the Guards Fired. 


Killing Six oat of the Nine Bucks. 


JACKSON'S HOLE, Wyo., Aug. 1, via 


Market Lake, Aug. 2.— Col. Manning 
came in Thursday from the mountains. 
His story is the first accurate one of 
the arrest and killing of the Indians, 
the cause of the trouble. 
He says: 


'On June 7, information having been 


received that Indians were 
killing 


game in violation of the statutes of the 
state of Wyoming, a warrant was 
issued for the arrest of Shoshone and 
Bannock Indians identified as to name. 
Constable 
William 
Manning, with 


twelve deputies, went into the mount- 
ains to serve the warrants. He found 
one Indian named George and brought 
him into court. 
He was found guilty 


of violating the statutes referred to 
and was fined Si"). One June 24, said 
Mr. Manning, a second warrant was 
issued. 
Constable Manning with two 


deputies proceeded to Fall Kiver basin, 
Wyoming, to make arrests. At the 
head of Cache creek and Granite creek 
trail the officers located Indians hunt- 
ing. There were seven in the party, 
and on the officers' approach the .In- 
dians got together and leveled their 
guns at the- men. They then signaled 
for one man to come to them to parley. 
The 
warrant was 
read 
to them.1 


On 
its 
reading 
they 
declared 


that they would hunt as much as 
they pleased. They said there was lit- 
tle la iv in Jackson's Hole, and that 
little they defied. They further say 
they would fight before they would 
snbmit to arrest 
Being too heavy in 


numbers for the white men, no fur- 
ther attempts were made to arrest 
them. After this talk we watched the 
Indians und observed that they took 
nothing from the elks' carcasses but 
the hides and brains, leaving the rest 
to rot. 


"The next information for illegal 


hunting was filed July 2, and a war- 
rant was issued. 
Constable Manning, 


with 30 deputies, went to Gresvent 
river to serve it. 


"We found," said Manning, taking 


up the story, "five lodges of Indians at 
the mouth of Rock creek. 
The camp 


was surprised in the morning and the 
Indians were arrested. Forty or fifty 
fresh elk hides were taken from the 
Indians. 
They were brought 
into 


court and six pleaded guilty and were 
fined S7r> and costs each, the gross fine 
being about Sl,400. 
While we were 


bringing in the prisoners we found we 
were followed by a rescuing party, 
but we eluded it 
However, the In- 


dians escaped in the night, the sentinel 
falling asleep.

WASHINGTON, Augr- 3.—A special from

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The diplo- 


matic corps in Washing-ton is watch- 
ing- with especial interest at present 
the settlement of the question of the 
evacuation of Port Arthur by the Jap- 
anese, in view of the demand which 
Russia, Prance and Germany are re- 
ported to have made upon the Japanese 
to evacuate the entire Liao Tung- pen- 
insula without refrence to China's ful- 
fillment of her part of the Shimonoseki 
treaty obligations. It is made quite 
clear at the Japanese legation here 
that Japan will not accede to this de- 
mand, if really made, without a vigor- 
ous protest. 


"Japan," said an official of the lega- 


tion, in discussing- the contingency to- 
day, "will fig-ht before she will yield 
the advantage she has in the peninsula 
without a full settlement of the indem- 
nity awarded her for the surrender oi 
the concession. It is too important a. 
lever to let go of simply because it 
may suit Prussia's purposes to ask it. 
It is our understanding here that the 
evacuation is to depend upon the pay- 
ment of the indemnity. Japan certain- 
Iv, regarded the matter in that light 
when the treaty was amended at the in- 
stance of the European powers. It may 
be claimed that the question is not any 
longer one between China and Japan, 
but rather one between Japan and the 
European countries interested in the 
settlement, but this position is not ten- 
able. 
It is China to which Japan must 


look for the money she is to receive 
and it is Chinese territory that is in- 
volved in the controversy; and if it is a 
matter of keeping faith with the Eu- 
ropean powers, let them make good 
the indemnity if they do not want Ja- 
pan to continue at Port Arthur." 


The representatives here of the mi- 


kado's government are evidently not 
impressed with the belief that France 
and Germany are so much concerned 
over this settlement as has been repre- 
sented. 
Diplomates generally also find 


it hard to realize that Russia should be 
so much in earnest in pressing- Japan 
to the wall in these matters as she is 
represented to be. They say that hav- 
ing gained every advantage sought, 
Russia would naturally be expected 
now to press her claims in a way not 
to further wound the feelings of the 
Japanese. 


•'Russia," said a member of the dip- 


lomatic corps, "has succeeded in pre- 
venting Japan's getting any foothold 
whatever on the Asiatic continent, and 
it is evident from recent accounts that 
the European powers are reaping the 


iplom'atie harvest in Corea to which 
apan is entitled. It has always been 
vtissia's policy to treat a conquered 
eople so leniently as to soon Russian- 
/.e them. Why she should not treat 
apan as liberally and make the Pa- 
ific island her actual, as she is her 
atural, ally, passes my comprehen- 
ion."

rder to prevent the introduction of 
Texas fever, pulmonary consumption, 
mange, sheep pox, swine pest, swine 
ilague, foot and mouth diseases, etc. 
The duration of quarantine is fixed at 
our weeks, and in addition a period of 
observation of five months at destinn- 


i. Imperial chancellor, however, is 


empowered to reduce the time of quar- 
intine as a special concession to ten 
lays in the case of animals from coun- 
,rfcs where the above mentioned dis- 
eases do not at the time exist and in 


h cases there will be observation 


period, as the pest quarantine is in- 
uncled only for greater security in the 
case of animals imported from coun- 
tries where the health of cattle is 
considered satisfactory. These quaran- 
tine regulations will go into effect Oc- 
tober 1 next.

quarantine regulations would seem to 
iave no particular interest for Amer- 
can shippers, as the importation into 
Germany of cattle from this country 
was actually prohibited altogether on 
the pretense of the presence of conta- 
gious diseases among our cattle.
